‘When we consider the lists that ‘he 
Liberals of Manitoba had to go up 
against, and in spite of the fact that the 
loeal government appointed scores of 
speciol vonstables in each Manitoba con- 
stituercy for the purpose of intimidating 
the Liveral workers of the province on 
election day, 1 think that we have done 
just as well as could be expected. We 
were cettainly hopelessly handicapped in 
the mater of lists and then too every 
department of the local government, and 
especially that of the attorney-general, 
did everyting possible, whether legitim- 
ate or othe-wise, to defent the Liberals, 

“The spe ial constables were told to 
make arrest, even though there was no 
just cause for so doing, and were axsared 
that the attorney-general would = stand 
behind them. Then when these arrests 
were made, usually on the most trivial 
and flimsy grounds, the magistrates 
would not accept bail or could not be 
found to arrange the bail, as is the uni 
versal custom. A epecific instance of this 
was the arrest of Mr. Briggs of Fork 
River, Dauphin, a brother of the late 
representative of Deloraine in the local 
legislature, Briggs was arrested on 4 
trumped-up charge and was taken to the 
iail in Dauphin. There he was refused 
bail and was taken under arrest to Por- 
tage In Prairie, where he was ,of course, 
ut once admitted to bail. 1 could give 
tnany more such instances.”
